A 
continuance of the flow of vital 
imports. is necessary to enable 
the countries engaged in recon- 
struction to utilize fully their 
own productive resources. 


“This riay mean the difference 
between an economic system 
with chronic deficiency in the 
domestic and international field 
and an economic system produc- 
ing and trading on an efficient 
and profitable basis, A world 
shackled with deficiency econo- 
mies would inevitably generate 
restrictions and discriminations 
in international trade and pay- 
ments whose evil consequences 
would leave no country un- 
touched 

“It is apparent that If the 
goods needed for completion. of 
reconstruction are to ‘be made 
available it will be necessary for 
governments to extend additional 
aid beyond what the Interna- 
tional Bank can provide... 

“If reconstruction is not com- 
pleted, the constructive efforts 
already made for international 
co-operation to attain greater 
production and higher standards 
of living will be jeopardized. Eco- 
nomically sick areas are a men- 
ace to stability and prosperity 
everywhere.”

Among the things in the world 
which have been given the wrong 
names are two obelisks, These 
are known as “Cleopatra’s 
Needles,” but the Egyptian queen 

}named Cleopatra had nothing to 
| do with building them, and may 
| never have seen them. 

Before saying more about Cleo 

| patra’s Needles, let us take up 
obelisks in general 

The word “obelisk” is pro 

| nounced “OB-ub-lisk,” the first 
| syllable rhyming with “Bob.” It 
|came from the anguage, 
and means “pointed pillar.” 

Egypt was the chief home of 

| obelisks Usually the pillars 
| were set up in pairs in front of 
temples. Now and then they 
stood inside the walls of temples. 
In such cases the walls probably 
were built after the obelisks were 
put in place 

Obelisks wére cut with four 
sides. A sharp point was given 
to the top-most part, which was 
covered with bronze, white gold 
or yellow goid. The top glittered 
in the sunshine, and it is believed 
that some obelisks were prepared 
in honor of the Egyptian sun-god. 
| Near Cairo, Egypt, is the small, 
| but ancient, city of Heliopolis 

This was a centre of obelisks, and 
it contains today_the oldest one 
standing in the world.
